There is a species of jour- 
nalism which is rather whimsical than 
independent, being largely composed of 


supercilious bullying and wanton disre- | 


gard of public opinion, qualities that are 


not without a certain attractiveness to the | 
bouy ant and fluctuating spiritiof commerce, | 


This union of mustle and is often 
mistaken for independent journalism. 
But it is only fantastic journalism—hold- 
ing the relation to really independent 
journalism which comic opera holds to 
Classic music. Racy writing, bold asser- 
‘tion, bright and vaned. editing, heediess- 


ness of consequences, like the compositions 
of M. Orrensac#, are showy in their way 
and impress the mercurial tempefamient 
of finance and trade. Such ingredients 
are expensive, and without doubt they 
can only be supported when surrounded by 
population which is itself changing trom 
day to day and can be truly represented 
never except through its vicissitudes and 
inconsistencies. Nothing but a great 
community, therefore, can render this 
species of journalism possible. It is, 
however, an unworthy species, having & 
rather low aim before it and infused by a 
questionable sentiment. The New York 
Herald, as conducted by Mr. Bennett. 
and the New York Sun, as conducted by 
Mr. Dana, and the London Telegraph, as 
written up by Mr. Saua, are examples. 
This is not independent journalism. It 
costs nothing but brains and work, which 
be hadformoney. It runs nO sérious 
ricks, takes no doubtful chances, makes no 
noble sacrifices, is devoted to no idea 
or ideal, but, whilst seeming to be boldest, 
is safest, and may be set down as never 60 
insincere #s when it deals in a tall and 
stately diction which affects to be mighty 
learned and intense, but is merely 


the harlot. 

Our understanding of independent 
journalism is the reverse of this. With a 
higher purpose and a miore earnest 
mission, founded upon reality and taking 
all the hazards of actual combat with 
the pretensions of cliques and the hocus- 
pocus of parties, it- may be made as 
strong and secure in a village as in a me- 
tropolis. There is a tendency in political 
lite, and especially among veteran poli- 
ticians, to lower and cheapen the standards 
of partisan morality; to make it false and 
distrustiul, sordid, selfish and cold, and in 
all things t@ strike at the ignorance and 
viciousness of human nature. The press 
that, with sound sense and clear percep- 
tions and genuine integrity, makes war on 
this wherever it appears; the press that 
dofis rhetoric and declamation tor the 
plainness of speech and  modera- 
tion of tone that mark the cvery-day 
relations of life; the press that sees i: 
party organization only a means and’ not 
an end of political existence; and devotes 
itseli rather to reforming its own party 
and keeping watch on its fellow-partisans 
than in captious and common-place criu- 
cisms upon adversaries, whom it is expect- 
ed to agsail as a matter of course; the 
press that canccives it to be more impor. 
tant to create a wholesome sense of re- 
sponsibility on the part of its associates 
than to sacrifice the reality of self-retorma- 
tion for the vainglorious show of making 
the fur fly from the enemy; the press that, 
having convictions, is true to the truth 
and sticks to the truth = alone, 
refusing to advocate the errors 
of ita trends and to assail the virtues ot its 
foes; the press that, taking the broad 
ground that whilst opmions differ human 
nature is ever the same, allots to each 
party its share of good aud bad, the which 
it is the part of honest journalism to sepa< 
rate without regard to artificial distinc- 
tions that may presently pass away and 
without heed of accidental great men who 
may not survive a single revolution of public 
opinion; the press, in short, that builds it- 
self upon the mtelligence and patriotism 
of the counting-room, the machine~shop 
and the farm-house, rather than the selfish 
ambition of the legislative chamber, and 
relies upon the better nature of the people, 
is Certain, if wisely and honestly conduct- 
ed, to commend itself to the confidence of 
its readers, whether it be issued from a 
jreat city or a little town, whether it cir- 
culate through an agricultural or # trading 
community. It may take time—particu- 
larly if publie opinion needs instruction 
and is so used to the organ-grinding style 
of journalism that it is led to suspect gen- 
uine independence for lack of kuowing 
precisely what it is—but its recognition is 
inevitable. 

The readers of daily newspapers have 
a queer knack of thinking tor themselves. 
The man who pays twelve dollars a year 
for his paper doesn’t want to be humbugged 
or sold out to the politicians. He waats 
his paper to represent Aim, not his repre- 
sentative; and he 1s Capable of taking in 
apd caripg for much more truth than is 
suspecied by those who make no discrim- 
ination between the respectable body of 
citizens who read and think fer themselves 
and the more numerous but not newspa- 
per-taking herd, who neither read nor 
think, but march up to the balHlot-box, like 
sheep, and vote as they are ordered. 

Independent journalism is neither cap- 
tious nor inconsistent. It aims simply to 
represent the public, and to represent 
it truly. It must baye opinions. It must 
act with a party. The division of public 
opinion into political organization is inev- 
ilable to free institutions, and no man or 
press can escape the duty of acting with 
one or the other oi the organizations 
which exist, and which are the result of a 
certain natural placement of iaterests and 


ideas. But, in acting with a party, the 
| honest journalist does not part company 
from his free will or his senses, nor become 
a servant of the politicians who carry on 
the actual work of the organization. He 
may select his own weapons; make choice 
of bis Own arguments and concede and 
contradict at will, subject to the laws that 
govern the true and the false as he under- 
stands them. If he is right, he will be 
supported by public opinion, which never 
stays wrong, though it often gets wrong. I; 
he is in error, he will at least receive 
credit fer his sincerity, and, since infalli- 
bility belongs to no one, people wii) for- 
give his mistakes for the sake of his inten~ 
tops. In a word, truth not only does 
prevail, but it has always and it always 
will prevail, the real question at issue re. 
lating to what the truth actually is, and 
the discovery dependi ing upon the ability 
of the seeker. 

Public good is based upon varied public 
interests. Investigation, rather than dis- 
cussion, will reveal those interests. The 
press that discards show and shams; that 
is bound to no idol; that rides no hobby; 
that looks into the world from day to day 
with its eyes wide open and its wits about 
it, loving its country and its fellow-men,is 
as capable of achieving results and secur- 
ing the confidence of a thousand as a 
hundred thousand readers, is as highly 
prized in the cottage and the alley as in the 
banking-house and thoroughfare, and can 
be made to flourish as generously when 
issued from a quiet hamlet as when sent 
by express over a multitudinous capital.

ment of Davi ‘ WELLs was universally 
regretted by the thinking men: of all par- 
ties. His reports upon the revenue were 
among the most valuable papers ever sub- 
mitted to Congress, and his investigations 
were shedding a great deal of much-needed 
light upen the fundamental principles of 
taxation, concerning ‘BOt only Con- 
gress, but the comm at large, are 
groping in a state of darkness lamentable 
to consider. 

Governor Horrman, in acéordance with 
a resolution of the Legislature of New 
York, at its last session, appointed Mr, 
Weis, Epwirs Doper and GEorGE 
W.CuyLeR commissioners “to revise the 
laws for the assessment and collection of 
taxes.” The Governor, in submitiing their 
report, says: “The. tax system prevalent 
in other States is, in its main features, the 
same as in our own, and the information 
furnished in this report will be very valu- 
able, pot only to. the people of our own 
State, but to the country at large. It 1s 
right that New York, the State foremost 
in wealth and population, should take the 
lead in investigating this great question, and 
in adopting such mprovements as 
to be valuable.” Harper & BROTHERS 
have published this report in a neat pam- 
phiet, that we have received through JoHN 
P. Morton '& Co., and an examination of 
its contents will convince readers that 
the Governor’s indorsement of it is, in 
every respect, appropriate. 

Mr. WELLS takes for his point of de- 
parture a quotation from the speech 
of a prominent member of the 

York Constitutional Convention, 
as follows: “I insist that 
cannot prosper whose offi- 

cers either work or tell lies. There is not 
an assessment roll made out in this State 
that does not work and tell lies.” And 
trom this, he procoeds with a plain, un- 
varnished tale, sufficient in -itself to put 
down the clumsy artifices of ignorant and 
conceited bunglers in Jegislation. It is a 
clear expositiou of the sound principles ot 
taxation; and we commend. its perusal to 
every person who ought to be interested 
upon a subject that is now of paramount 
importance and of vital imterest to the 
weltare oi our country. 

Previous to the war, the small burden 
of taxation necessary for the administra. 
tion of public affairs was borne by a 
people increasing so rapidly in wealth and 
numbers that the subject of taxation was 
regarded as a matter of little importance; 
and our various systems for raising reve- 
nue grew up more trom the force of acci- 
dent than trom consideration and inquiry. 

Hence the crudities, irregularities and 
absurdities which characterize them; and 
hence, too, as Mr. WELLS says, “the 
United States repeats the experience ot all 
otber new states and communities in re- 
spect to matters of finance, originating 
theories and adopting practices that find 
their only parallel in the records of the 
middle ages.” Among these, he specifies 
the proposition, so soberly maintained by 
some, that a national debt is a national 
blessing; that the prosperity of a country 
may be enhanced by excessive taxation, 
or, what is the same _ thing, 
by excessive deprivation ; that 
national growth may be best pro- 
moted by the continuance of a general and 
not exceptional system of taxing the 
maby with special reference to the interest 
ota tew. 

Taxation in itself is, of course, no more 
of an evil than any other necessary and de- 
sirable formyof expenditure. Its fruits are 
general education aad general health; im- 
proved roads, dimimished expenses of 
transportation; and security of life and 
property. And, in brief, no high degree ot 
civilization can be maintained without 
comparatively large. taxation. But the 
two great evils under which our .country 
at present suffers, are the wasteful and in- 

judicious expenditures characteristic of 
State and municipal taxation; and 
the system of national taxation, 
whereby, through the enbancemegt of 
profits and prices, a far greater sum is 
collected from the people than is needed 
to meet the public requirements, The lat- 
ter is by far the greater evil of the two. 
And it is a process of very< simple calcu- 
lation to show that a tax upon products 
which in the nature ot imported raw ma- 
terial passes through various hands before 
it reaches the consumer, may, for instance, 
net the government ten millions of dollars; 
but, as the tax from the beginning forms 
an element of the cost, each person 
through whose hands the product passes 
increases the tax at least ten per cent. for 
profits, interest, and risk; and the consum- 
er by this extravagant and cumbrous sys- 
jem pays for bis government fifty per cent. 
more — what that government actually 
receive 

Ia addition to these radical evils so 
clearly pointed out, the commissioners 
proceed to specify various local absurdi- 
ties and impertections, so glaring that one 
ignorant of the practical working of legis- 
lative bodies would consider it only neces- 
sary that attention should be called to 
them to secure retorm. But such bodies, 
m this country at any rate, rarely act in 
advance of public opinion; and that must 
first be enlightened before reform 1n legal 
enactments carn be reasonably asked for 
or expected. We have no space to follow 
the report in all its details of injustice 
and falsehood, wrought by unwise laws, 
or vicious administration, and must be 
content to allude to the single matter of 
valuation of real estate, which, in the 
State of New York, at least, presents most 
startling inconsistencies. Although the 
assessors are solemnly sworn to return the 
full and true value of ull real estate sub- 

ject to taxation, ata sum “ at which they 
would appraise the same in payment ot a 
just debt due from a solvent debtor,” the 
facts show that throughout the whole 
State a valuation is given from forty to 
eighty per cent. below the acknowledged 
worth of the property.. And Hon. THos, 
G. ALFORD, in the course of a debate in the 
New York Constitutional Convention, 
said: “I hold that unger our present sys- 
tem there is no greater manufactory of 
perjury on the tace of theearth.” The 
remedy for this particular evil is clearly 
in the appointment of commissioners 
whose term of office should be made per- 
manent, and as far removed trom partisan 
influences as possibile, who should have 
power to correct all defective and er- 
roneeus Valuations, aud to punish all vio- 
Reference is also made 
to the successful workings of a reformed 
system that, in several» citles—notavly in 
Philadelphia—has taken the place 
ot the old “guess-work” pian 
of valuation. The comniission appointed 


these to revise the assessment lists, raised 
the assessed value of real estate during |

It is this element of un- 
certainty and inequality in the methods ot 
assessment and collection that makes a tax 
an arbitrary exaction, repellant and de- 
structive alike to capital, manufactures and 
commerce. 

Mr. WELLS then proposes for the State 
of New York a new system of taxation, 
that shall first provide for the taxation of 
al] corporations created by the State, which 
are in the nature ofa manopoly. Second, 
to tax land, exclusive of buildings, ata 
uniform valuation of fifty per cent. of its 
true marketable or fair value. Third, to 
tax all buildings on a full vatuation; or, as 
a substitute for this last, to tax all build- 
ings conjointly with land at a uniform val- 
uation, and then tax the occupier on a 
valuation of three times the rental value of 
the premises occupied. These three prop- 
ositions are clearly explained and ably 
defended, and we commend their consid- 
erativu, weemer with the entire report 0! 
the commission, to the public, as subjects 
of peculiar importance, at the present 
luncture of affairs, to every American 
citizen.

Thus Mr. Fessenden, of wkeom friend and 
foe agree that he had the pride and indepen- 
dence of a true man and the conscience of a 
true representative of the peeole.

President Buchananan asked for power by 
warlike means to protect the safety of United 
States citizens abroad; and not oniy bis pol tu

An article in the World, aod another in the 
Asbauy Argus, suggested by the letter of Judge 
Linton Ste es (brother of the abie and ac- 
complished sitatesmav, Alexander H. Ste- 
phen:,yof Georgia, Lave been very widely 
commented on by the Southern Demo- 
cratic press; apd the discussion has given 
ur beiter means than we possessed before of 
estimating the drift of public opinion of the 
South. Itis evident that there is a marked 
division of senluument amoog the Soutbern 
Democrats in regard to the leading issues for 
the Presidential campaiga of next year. On 
this interesting topic every Democratic jour- 
nal in the South has had its say; and each has 
expressed its views with the honest frankness 
which characterizes political diecussicn 
amo the Southern Democrats. It is the 
babit of the Democratic party to canvass 
public questions with the utmost freedom; 
and when, after full hearing and a tair com- 
parison of views, the collective opinion of 
the party has bee declared bya National 
Convention, to cordially accept the result, and 
recoguize the adyanteges Of party discipline, 
lt is very much like a military council to de- 
termine a plan of campaign. In such a coun- 
cll, every officer boidly declares his opinion 
aud supports it by the best arguments he can 
wu:ter;, but those who are overruled co oper- 
ate with as much zeal and alacrity io carrying 
out the plan adopted as if their own views 
had prevailed. It was in this spirit that the 
Democratic Sore, won its great victories in 
the glorious days of its ascendancy, and we 
are glad to obecsre that there ie nothing in- 
consistent with this spirit in the recent dis- 
cussions of the Southern Democratic presse. 
There ia little diversity of sentument among 
Northern Democrats respecting the issues of 
1870; and it has been our wish that our South- 
ern brethren might reach equal unanimity 
among themselves. The delegates from the 
Northern States will be a iarge majority of 
the National Democratic Convention; and as 
in the deliberations of that body a majorit 
— it is undestrabie that there shoul 
be aty appearance of arrogance or dictation 
On the partof the North. We wish to con- 
vi: ce the judgement, not coerce the action, of 
the Southern Democrats; and would rather not 
discuss points of difference so long as there 
is a reasonable prospect that they will 
reach right conclusions by debatiog these 
subjects among themselves. From ugmerous 
artic.es in the Southern press, we judge that 
there is already a decided preponderance of 
Southern Democratic opiuion ia favor of the 
policy of the New York Democracy ou na- 
tional questions. Those wao do not yet ae- 
cept tne views of the New York Democracy, 
incline to take Senator Blau for their leader, 
a choice which is justitied by the taleuts, per- 
sonal qualities, and political courage of that 
stanch defender of the Constitution, 
We are glad to observe that, in 
a ecent letter to the editor of the 
Motitgomery Mail, Gen. Blair has defined his 
views with more ‘preciafou than in any other 
of his recent public utteraucesa.

We are sorry that on thi subject he was not 
more specific and explicit, For our part, we 
do not behcve that the pro Kuklux 
bill is any more authonized by the Fourteenth 
amendment, fairly interpreted, than it is by 
the original body of the Constitution. We 
shouldjpart with an important vantage-ground 
in this fight if we aduntied that tue proposed 
meseures are in fair pursuance of the new 
amendments. If the Democratic party were 
in power, the Fourteenth amendment would 
be as inoperative asthe Fifteenth. Tbe Four- 
teenth amendment forbids repudiation of the 
public debt; but the Democratic party has 
no wish to repudiate the publicdedt. It re- 
quires equal justice and protection to all citi- 
zens by the State governments; which all 
the Democratic States accord of their own 
free volition, It, indeed, disqualifies certain 
classes of persons to bho office; but that 
provision of the Fourteenth amendment is 
so framed that a mere act of Congress can 
r-move the disabilities. It is difficul: to say 
woat would be gained by rc vokiog or nuilily- 
ine either the Fourteenth or Fifteenth amend- 
ment if the Vemocratic party intends to make 
no Opposition to tke things which those 
awnendments require. 

We await further expressions of opinion on 
this interesting subject; and are ready, ag 
occasions warrant, to contribute our share to 
the discussion; and we expect finally to sub- 
mit to the decision of the Democratic na- 
tiunal convention.

A stabbing affray occurred at a house of pros- 
titution kept By Josephine Patterson, op Lafay- 
ette street, about six o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
in which aman named Hugh MoCord received 
several cuts on the hand and a se 
vere stab In the abdomen, But, though con- 
sidered serious, no one at the time thought of 
his tv juries proying fatal until after midnight, 
when he was discovered to be dying. He was 
taken to the bouse of Frank Akers,on Legan 
street, between Broadway and Vine, where, at 3 
o’clock this morning, when a reporter ef the 
COCURIER-JOURNAL Visited him, be was uncon- 
scious and fast sioking, and was not expected to 
live til) daylight; 

McCord was a brick-maker by trade, and has 
& mother and several sisters, some Of whom are 
dependent upon him fer support. The one 
straight and deep stab which hereceived about 
two tnches above the navel, was pronounced 
fatal. . 

The women who live at the house where the 
affray occurred were all arrested and placcd 
io Clay-steeet station last night, as accessories, 
Their names are Josephine Patterson, Emma 
Forst, Annie Hopkins, Meggie Armstrong and 
Annie Brinnel. The first named is charged di- 
rectly with the cutting. 

The names of the mén engaged -against Mc- 
Cord are- given as Bud Trotter, Harvey Whit- 
low and Sam Givens, bu’ none of them had been 
arrested at a late hour this morning.

SCENES AND INCIDENTS. 


The storm Sunday night created quite an ex- 
citement on the levee. About haif-past teo 
o'clock the clouds begen to gather in the west, 
and eoon vivid flashes of lightning with heavy 
peals of thunder followed, and before half an 
hour the storm had commenced In good earnest, 
and be fore any precautionary measures could be 
taken, the waves were rollicg bigh and the 
s'eamers lying atthe city wharf soon commenced 
parting their liner, and for a short time fears 
were entertained that every boat In that locaiity 
would be swamped. 

The maiiboat United 8'ates was the first to yield 
to tbe force of the elements, swinging around 
her stern up stream. Thenthe Rose Hite fol- 
lowed, blowing around the Gen. Buell, partiag 
her sterp-line, which made her swig around, 
striking the bow of tlre United 8 ates forward of 
the wheel of the Grn. Buell, the weight of these 
two bOsAts Was whirled around agalost the tow- 
boats Falis Pilot and Robin, bresking 
down \the fan-tall of the Robin and 
smashing the wheel of the Pilor, 
and at thesame tim damaging ber cabin con- 
siderably. The United states su.tained but little 
damage, only having fer jJack-stafl and gallows- 
frame brokep. The Buell had some twenty feet 
of her lower guards cut away. On yesterday 
morning ¢h® was taken everto Howard & Co.’s 
ship yard, at Jeffersonv'lie, and repaired, and re- 
turned to the wharf boat at the foot 
of Third street, about 4p. m., apparently in 
good older, and very soon thereafter left for 
Cinemppati. The Falls Pilot is now at the ship- 
yard of Capt. Dan Richards, and will be repair- 
ed and ready for business in the course of two 
or three days. The Virginia was also broken 
loose from her moorings and foreed hard 
aground at the foot of Fourth street. She re- 
ceived no damage more than having a few of 
her wheel-arms broken. She was pulled off 
early yesterday mornivg by the tug W. J. May, 
and ts now afloat and all right. 

At Pumpkin-paich a feet of empty barges, be- 
longing to Horner, Wood & Co., were broken 
loose, and three of them swamped near the 
water-works. They will be raised, however, as 
they lay in shallow water. One of the barges 
belopgipg Ww the feet was carried over the falls 
last pDight, without the aid of Pink Varbie or 
any otber falis pilot, and landed safely a short 
distance below New Albany. There is not known 
to bave been apy damage to the coal fleet eltber 
above or below the falls, The entire damage 
caused by the storm io boats and barges at thi» 
port will probably not exceed one thousand dol-

The wind blew very heavy in the lower part of 
the city, and the storm played havoc with di- 
lapidated buildings. The tarroof was blown 
fromthe depot, corner Fourteenth and Main 
streets, and was buried wit tremendous force 
against adjacent buildings, doing much damage. 
Two pew frame houses on Bank sireet, below 
Twenty-sixih, were badly shattered, and one of 
them was tui ped completely round.
